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NOTES ON PROPOSED EPROM PROGRAMMER BOARD 


. It may be possible to use the adaptor board to program 27512 
EPROMs as well as 2716 and 2732 types. Also, the design is for a 
single sided board so there із Probably no reason why it could 
not be built on veroboard if anyone wishes to do so. 


Looking at the artwork, you will see that it includes 2 sets 
of 28-pin IC pads which overlap each other. One set is intended 
for soldering a 28-pin or 24-pin ZIF socket. The other set is for 
soldering header pins to. The idea із to solder the pins to the 


 under-side of the board so that they project downwardly from the 


board. In this way, they can plug directly into the programmer 
Socket without the need for special connecting cables, etc. 


There is provision оп my suggested circuit for а 6-way DIP 
switch. Simply set the appropriate switch positions to suit the 
particular EPROM type that you want to program. Alternatively, you 
can hardwire the appropriate switch locations with links if you are 
interested only in one type of EPROM. 


As far as I know, most 2716 and 2732 EPROMs use 25V for the 
programming voltage supply (Vpp). This is not true, incidently, for 
National Semiconductor CMOS types, which require 12.5V. To obtain 
25V when needed, a DIP switch and а trimpot could be added to the 
main board. The trimpot might be fitted in series with R15 and the 
switch connected across the trimpot. I suggest a value of, say, 1/4 
the value of R15 for the trimpot. If you happen to have a larger 
value on hand then by all means use it. However, in that case shunt 
the trimpot with a fixed resistor so that the maximum adjustable 
voltage does not significantly exceed 25V when the trimpot is fully 
turned up. With the switch closed, the trimpot will be shorted out, 
so that the programmer will give the normal 12.5V or 21V under 
software control. With the switch open, the trimpot may be adjusted 
for 25V. In this switch position, the adjustment for 12,5V will be 
affected, so it will be important to reset the switch when 
programming 12.5V EPROMs. | 


It should not be necessary to rewind the ferrite core  trans- 
former to obtain 25V unless the maximum output current is less than 
JOmA ог so at this voltage. If rewinding does prove necessary, I 
Suggest increasing the number of secondary turns by 25% to 50%. 


Unfortunately, the hardware is only part of the modification 
which will be required. There will need to be some software 
modifications as well, partly because of the hardware setup (ie the 
adaptor board) and partly because of differences in the programming 
waveforms for different EPROMs. The enclosed diagrams show typical 
Programming waveforms which have to Бе generated by the software. 
The waveforms given here have been adapted from the National 
Semiconductor handbook for their CMOS range of  EPROMs. They аге 
probably very similar to the waveforms recommended by other 


Manufacturers but I am not making any guarantees. You should always 


check, wherever possible, with the data sheets put out by the 
manufacturers of the particular EPROMs that you want to program. 
One other important point is that optimum programming pulse widths 
and recommended programming algorithms may vary between different 
brands, possibly because of differences in the ways that they are 
fabricated. The critical factors are programming pulse widths, the 
number of pulses applied per address location and the pulse 
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voltages. “Тһе routines which apply the programming pulses must be 
written іп machine code or assembly language, not in BASIC as 
otherwise the critical timings will be adversely affected. 


All of the programming voltages, other than address and data 
Signals, are generated by sending appropriate codes to port B 
of the 280РІО on the programmer board. Referring to my articles іп 
ETI, you will recall that a particular pin voltage is set high or 
low by setting а corresponding bit of the control code sent 
to port B either high or low. Working out the correct control 
codes is therefore simply a matter of deciding which bits go high 
or low to generate the required pin voltages. | |
